Town center improvements 
take a step closer

Wilmington Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan and Town Engineer 
Harold Gillam met Monday night 
with the board of selectmen and new 
Chairman Michael McCoy to 
present details of proposed state 
improvements to the Route 
38-Route 62 intersection and the 
nearby Route 62 bridge on 
Burlington Avenue, and to gain 
board approval for the projects, 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
approve Wilmington Redevelop- 
ment Authority plans for 
improvements to the bridge, but 
will await a state response on 
proposals for intersection 
modifications, 

The intersection plan calls for the 
moving back of retaining wall on 
the premises of Big Joe's Restaurant 
by nine feet. This would provide 
the room necessary to add the 
redevelopment authority — desired 
Ieft turn lane heading southbound 
from Route 38 onto Church Street 
that would convert the intersection 
into a “five lane cross-section of 
moving traffic." 


Maintenance of the eight-foot 
parking lane which currently serves 
businesses including Center News 
on Route 38 is included in the plans. 

However, such a parking lane 
disqualifies the project from 
receiving federal funds, according 
to a letter drafted by the 
redevelopment authority and 
approved by the board of selectmen 
to Mass. Highway Department 
Commissioner Laurinda 
Bedingfield. 

To solve this problem, a meeting 
between town officials and 
Bedingfield and federal highway 
department officials is being sought. 

The town argues that the parking 
lane does not interfere with the 
turning radius from Church Street 
onto Route 38 northbound towards 
Tewksbury. 

The improved intersection would 
include lights with turning arrows 
and an overall widened Route 38 
beginning at Big Joe's. 

Officials still need to work out an 
agreement with Big Joe's for the 
sale of the land which will enable 
the intersection to be widened. 


Currently, Big Joe rents parking 
spaces on a daily basis to train 
commuters, in addition to providing 
parking for customers. But this 
does not appear to present a major 
sticking point for the project. 

"It may be to [Big Joe's] economic 
advantage to have more property 
taken out,” Town Manager Michael 
Caira said Monday night. 

Appraisals of that property's value 
are still pending. 

The Route 62 bridge improvement 
project will end where Floradale 
Avenue intersects Burlington 
Avenue and will lower the central 
span of the bridge by two feet. 

Proposed grades for the bridge as 
of now, according to the 
redevelopment authority, are 6.2 
percent on the easterly approach 
and 7.9 percent on the westerly 
bridge approach. 

No specific timeframe has been set 
by the state for beginning work on 
the separate intersection and bridge 
improvements, according to 
Duncan, 


MWRA could raise rates again

Caught in what Selectman Chester 
Bruce calls a "no-win situation,” the 
Town of Wilmington could be hit 
with higher Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority rates, but in all 
probability will let the courts decide 
the issue. 

The town has already contributed 
$1,500 towards a class-action suit 
against the MWRA spearheaded by 
the Town of Weymouth, and as 
population and representation looks 
increasingly stacked against 
Wilmington, the town's final 
recourse in dealing with the MWRA 
seems to lie with the suit. 

A 14-member MWRA Rate 
Design Committee is set to vote 
Friday, May 13 to recommend one 
of five proposed rate methodologies 
to the complete, 60-community 
MWRA Advisory Board, and 
Assistant Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull, who is a member of both the 
advisory board and the rate design 
committee, told the board of 
selecumen Monday night. 

One of the five proposed methods, 
a population equivalent system, 
could cost the town an estimated 
$570,000 more in water and sewer 
assessments by the MWRA, The 
‘own's 600 residential and 100 

ndustrial MWRA customers pay 
assessments based on Wilmington's 
otal population, 

Others rate designs could result in 
savings of between $114,000 and 
5374,000 to the town, but it is the 

ropulation equivalent method that is 
favored by the powerful City of 
3oston, according to Hull, 

Each member of the rate design 
ommittee will be afforded a single 
rote; however, when that 
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recommendation reaches the 
advisory board June 16, members’ 
votes become weighted by 
population. 

Just five of the MWRA members 
Boston, Somerville, Cambridge, 
Quincy and Newton, if they band 
together, would control 50 percent 
of the total advisory board vote, 
Hull said. 

A recommendation from that vote 
will be presented to the State 
Legislature, which is charged with 
making the final decision on which 
MWRA rate methodology will be 
implemented. 

At the State House, Wilmington 
will be overshadowed by the greater 
representation there of the Bostons, 
Somervilles and Quincys. 

But Hull sees hope in the large 
percentage of legislators from 
outside the MWRA district, who 
will also vote on the issue. 


"T think it's going to be important 
to get them on our side," Hull stated. 

Before that, though, Hull sees the 
first political battle as taking shape 
for the June 16 advisory board vote. 

Three public hearings, one in the 
MWRA-embattled city Woburn, 
will be held following the rate 
design committee's May 13 vote. 

"If the voie goes for the 
population equivalent method, | 
think we should attempt in some 
way to...convince other [MWRA] 
members to vote against it on June 
16," Hull stated. 

To that end, Hull suggested 
employing the skills of the town's 
legislative contingent, who, if the 
worst-case June 16 scenario of a 
population equivalent methodology 
selection ensued, would be called 
upon to rally non-MWRA district 
legislators against the decision.

Commercial Bank & Trust 
seized by FDIC 


On Friday the Commercial Bank 
and Trust Company was declared 
insolvent by the F.D.1.C. An 
arrangement had already been 
worked out with Medford Savings 
Bank to take over the four offices in 
Wilmington, North Reading, 
Burlington and Lowell. Earlier in 
the month employces were notified 
that the end was near, but no one 
knew just when that would be. On 
Wednesday, May 4th local 
managers were notified that Friday 
would be the day. Friday afternoon 
about 3:30 the doors were locked 
and the auditors came in. 

Kay Galvin, manager of the 
Wilmington branch said they were 
all very polite and sympathetic. 
Many of them had been recruited by 
the F.D.I.C. from banks that had 
failed during the late ‘80's. 
Sometimes the audits take days. In 
this case everything went smoothly 
and everything was in order. No 
time was lost. 

After working until 11:30 Friday 
night and returning at 7:00 a.m. 
Saturday the bank was open for 
business as Medford Savings at the 
usual time on Saturday, 9:00 a.m. 


This is not the first name change 
for the bank founded in Wilmington 
in 1961. Fred F. Cain was the 
founder. He felt that the town was 
under served by the existing banks 
and a more local bank could work 
well. Some of the original investors 
were in the Wilmington Rotary 
Club, Harry Huntley and Herb 
Pickering to name a few. 

In 1963 the bank was named 
Commercial Bank & Trust 
Company, in order to expand into 
Burlington and North Reading. It 
was felt the new name would work 
better in other towns. 

The take over of a bank in 
Wilmington is not a common 
occurrence. With Medford Savings 
Bank hanging their sign over the 
Commercial Bank and Trust sign in 
Wilmington Plaza, many depositors 
have questions. 

The Medford Savings Bank has 
issued a statement which states that 
everything will remain the same. 
The same people are working 
behind the counter, the same hours, 
the same papers. Checks, deposit 
slips and bank cards will all work 
for a year or so, 


In about eight weeks the accounts 
will be switched over into the 
Medford Savings Bank computers 
and changes will be made at that 
time. Until. then customers can 
expect statements and other notices 
will stay the same, 

Some mortgages and other loans 
have been purchased by other 
institutions. Any customers affected 
will be notified by the F.D.LC. or 
the acquiring institution. Regular 
payments should be made as before 
until such notification is received. 

Other offices of the Medford 
Savings Bank will be available for 
use by Commercial B & T 
customers as soon as all record are 
transferred to the Medford 
computers. 

Kay Galvin, a 22 year employee, 
said, “I think it's going to be like the 
old Commercial Bank and Trust 
was. I think people will be coming 
back” Rocco DePasquale, a former 
member of the board of directors 
said the transfer was “...perfect. If 
it wasn't perfect, they wouldn't have 
opened Saturday.” 


Town claims poor handling by EOCD

Town officials are in an uproar 
over what they fcel is poor handling 
by the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD) of the town's appeal of a 
Small Cities Grant denial. The 
appeal, filed January 27 of this year, 
was also denied via an EOCD letter 
dated April 13. 

Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan and Small Cities 
Director Glenn Garber have taken 
issue with the EOCD's handling of 
the town's original grant application 
and its subsequent appeal. 

Caira said at Monday's board of 
selectmen's meeting that the EOCD 
has exhibited “tremendous 
inconsistency" in dealing with grant 
applications, while Duncan, also 
present at Monday's meeting 
asserted that it appears the EOCD is 
“uying to manufacture answers to 
back-up their position." 

Caira said that written EOCD 
correspondences with the town have. 
contained a "number of pejorative 
terms to inflame our feelings even 
further." 
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The town has sent an additional 
appeal letter to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD), the federal agency which 
oversees the EOCD. 

But Garber, in an April 26 
memorandum to the Wilmington 
Citizen's Advisory Committee, 
states that "discussions with HUD 
make it clear that they will not take 
action until they hear from EOCD 
and the Town hears from EOCD 
separately.” 

Town officials are still awaiting a 
meeting with EOCD, but Caira 
seems to be waiting for HUD's 
formal intervention. 

"HUD has powers of persuasion,” 
said Caira, who also stated he will 
wait for the federal agency's 
decision before resorting to 
political pressure. 

Wilmington received a Small 
Cities Grant as a start-up 
community in 1992, after beirg 
denied in 1991, and with that money 
has byilt a solid community 
program. That program is:now-on 
the brink of extinction, pending the 
appeal to HUD. 


But the town is willing to strike a 
compromise with the state, seeking 
an extension that will allow 
Wilmington's small cities program 
to remain running until the 
December 1994 grant process is 
undertaken. 

Wilmington, the EOCD admits, 
was penalized in its application for 
having a one year program. But 
while a point deduction resulting 
from this was restored, 
Wilmington's score still did not 
merit an award, according to the 
EOCD. The town has at least 
influenced the EOCD on one point, 
that being that future start-up grants 
for be two-year periods instead of 
one.

‘evicted and having no place to move to in Wilmington was

The Cantrell family has put a face ona problem that Wilmington 
| ‘has been avoiding, for the most part for many years - low cost 


| ‘housing. 


|| The problem has come before the town in many forms in the 
| !political arena. There have been zoning proposals at town meet- 
‘ing, usually prepared for a specific project by a developer, and 
\ always rejected by the voters. About 14 years ago, there was a 
‘proposal by the Wilmington Housing Authority to build a double 
project where the ice arena now stands. A neighborhood group 
rose up against the project and defeated it, and then tarred and 
oe the people on the housing authority. It was a classic case 
tof NIMBY. “Not In My Back Yard.” 
Since then, the town has pursued a program of building a few 
affordable, low cost units - very few. The housing authority 
{managed to build eight homes which are now occupied as rental 


units. 


| The town initiated a task force, called the Affordable Housing 
Frask Force, which has had the task of trying to bring about more 
{housing for people of limited income. The approach taken has 
{been to offer a developer increased density in exchange for 20 
percent of the units being sold at “affordable” prices. But in spite 
‘of the work of the task force, the town still falls short of its goal 
jof 10 percent of its housing stock being “affordable.” Rental units 


jin town are extremely scarce. 


; And as time progresses, it is becoming clear that this problem 
will affect more and more people who grew up locally, The 
economy of the past five years has coupled with the breakup of 
many families to produce a large number of single parent families. 
The reality is that many families cannot afford the typical Wilm- 


{ngton home. 


: All this has created a situation where families are desperately 


looking for low cost housing. 


So when Matt Cantrell approached the board of health, instead 
of getting answers to his problems, all he got was more problems. 
Instead of getting his floor fixed, he got evicted. This type of 
response will, if nothing else, result in very few people reporting 
landlord problems to the board of health. But that is another 


matter. 


And so, out of a fear of having people living in low cost housing, 
we now have people being evicted from substandard housing, 
looking for a place to live. Nobody wants low cost housing, until 
someone in their own family needs it. 

Unless the town addresses the issue of low cost housing in a 
more productive manner, the problem will repeat itself with 
increasing frequency, Péople have torealize that when they refuse 
to allow low cost housing to..be. built, it will eventually effect 


someone they know.

current members of the committee, 

The highlight of the May 14 
Convention is expected to be the 
renominations of Governor Bill 
Weld, Lt. Governor Paul Cellucci 
and Treasurer Joe Malone to 
represent the Republican party in 
those statewide races, While that 
vote is certain, the real battle will be 
for the U.S. Senate seat now held by 
Ted Kennedy. There are currently 
six Republican candidates running 
including former radio talk show 
host Janet Jeghelian, businessman 
Mitt Romney, businessman John 
Lakian, radio station executive 
Gary Todd, physician Mildred 
Jefferson and Georgia native

Dear Larz: 

After attending the April 23, 1994 
Town Mecting it appears apparent 
to me that politics in the Town of 
Wilmington continues to be 
conducted as "business as usual.” It's 
my opinion that the voters of 
Wilmington should once again hang 
their heads in shame for allowing 
the defeat of the Wetlands 
Protection Bylaw and changing the 
Town Bylaw requiring the 
maintenance of a quorum to conduct 
the town's business. I'm deeply 
alarmed and concerned by our 
inability as a town body to make 
consistent and responsible voting 
decisions. Although I did not 
support the recent Prop 2 1/2 
override for the reopening of the 
Boutwell School. It would make 
sense to me that if we are going to 
allow our town to be over 
developed, we should at Icast have 
the facilities to cducate all of the 
additional children who will be 
coming to town with the new 
development. 

Did you see who it was who so 
adamantly opposed the Wetlands 
Protection bylaw? It was essentially 
the local developers, their family 
members, employees and owners of 
as yet undeveloped marginal land. 
Many of the recently built new 
homes these wonderful people have 
built, are in many instances 
constructed on marginal land, 
because that's essentially all that's 
left. I've been to a few public 
meetings and heard the complaints 
of some new home owners who I 
believe have been in many instances 
flim-flamed or at least not given the 
facts about their homes’ proximity 
to wetlands and how this is going to 
effect what they can and can not do 
with their land. These homes

Saturday was 68 degrees and 
sunny, just as Kathi Donato had 
predicted three weeks ago. The 
Wilmington Kiwanis Club was 
sponsoring a bicycle safety rodeo 
and’ the weather was perfect. 
Kathy's son Michael was a catalyst 
1o getting the Kiwanis Club to run 
the rodeo. Last fall he was riding his 
bike on his cul-de-sac when he was 
hit and run over by a car. He was 
wearing a helmet. It saved his life. 
Since then the Donato family has 
been on a crusade to promote 
bicycle helmets. Michael Donato is 
the poster child for the New 
tngland District of Kiwanis, 

Leading up to the rodeo the 
Kiwanis Club had run a month long 
campaign, with the aid of the Police 
Patrolman's Association and 
Officers Shelley and “Fred” the 
robot, 

Every child in the elementary 
schools in Wilmington had been to 
an assembly and received literature 
\o take home to their parents. 

The Kiwanis Club offered free 
food, two free bikes (with helmets), 
discount helmets, giveaways 
including ice cream cones and 
instruction on bike safety.

This added up to what the Kiwanis 
Club calls a “good problem.” People 
started lining up half an hour before 
the rodeo was set to open. The 
supply of helmets was sold out in 
forty five minutes, more helmets 
were brought in, they all sold out 
and over 300 children attended the 
rodeo. 

One problem the Kiwanis Club has 
not over come is the over the top 
spending for the helmets. Helmets 
distributed were of the $25 - $35 
range.

Tewksbury Town Meetin 


Planners gain power 


The Tewksbury Planning Board 
was given limited powers to grant 
Special Permits during the second 
night of the Annual Town Meeting, 
thus winning a round in an earlier 
turf battle with the appeals board. 

The planners once tried to take all 
Special Permit granting power from 
the appeals board, with the argu- 
ment that the planning board would 
be better qualified to make such de- 
cisions, and that the properties given 
such permits would appear before 
the planning board anyway. 


No change 
to overtime 


A potentially controversial article, 
to change the way the town pays for 
overtime work by town employees, 
was set aside on Monday night. 

Town Manager David Cressman 
asked to have Article 16 withdrawn, 
to be brought back in September. 

The article would have changed 
the town's current policy of paying a 
guaranteed four-hour minimum for 
overtime, and switched to paying 
for only the hours worked. 

More work is needed on the new 
policy, Cressman said, and the issue 
was withdrawn without opposition. 


Town Budget 
postponed 


The biggest article of the year, the 
town budget (Article 4) was quickly 
voted last Wednesday night. Instead 
of a new budget for the coming 
fiscal year, the present year's budget 
was put in place until September. 

By law, Tewksbury must have a 
town budget in place at the start of 
the new fiscal year, on July 1. 

But until the town has a better grip 
on state aid and local revenues, the 
new budget, in the past, has been a 
matter of guesswork and prediction. 

For the past two years, however, 
the town has voted to install a "place 
holder" budget to start the new year, 
then in September a Special Town 
Meeting will be called to install the 
final, actual town budget. 

Article 3, setting the pay levels for 
elected officials, was voted together 
with the annual budget article. 

Discussion and voting on the town 
budgets took less than two minutes, 
but a longer discussion is predicted 
for September. 


Holiday Inn 
gets a kiss 


The Tewksbury-Andover Holiday 
Inn on Highwood Drive got a kiss on 
the cheek during the second night of 
the Annual Town Meeting, when a 
proposed change to the sign by-law 
was defeated. 

The Holiday Inn went before the 
Tewksbury Board of Appeals at the 
end of April, seeking permission for 
a new sign, which would include a 
lighted message board. 

Article 28, however, would alter 
the existing by-law to make such 
scrolling messages illegal. 

Selectman Joan Dunlevy pointed 
out that the Holiday Inn pays about 
$152,000 per year in property tax, 
plus a four-percent room tax which 
goes directly to the town. Selectman 
Tom Conlon added his support for 
an indefinite postponement of the 
Planning Board article, saying that it 
made no sense to hurt a "good, clean 
business” like the Holiday Inn. 

Indefinite postponement of Article 
28 passed easily, and the change to 
the sign by-law was defeated. 


The earlier dispute was decide 
favor of the board of appeals, 
Article 24 of this year's Annual pit 
the dispute back into the spotlight.” 

Article 24 sought three changesto 
the town's Use Regulations, givilg 
the planning board the right to 
special permits for non-residen 
developments of 10,000 square feet 
or more, non-residential additiohs 
of 5,000 square feet or more, and 
any non-residential project that 
would generte 500 or more daily 
vehicular trips. 

The lengthy debate on Article 24 
involve mainly speakers from both 
boards, arguing their side, 

Planning Director Sean Sullivan 
said the current by-laws severély 
limit the planning board's discretion 
in making decisions. Any project 
that is allowed on a property under 
the zoning by-laws can be amended 
by the planning board, but only for 
such issues as landscaping and flow 
of traffic within the site. Planning 
board denials in the past have been 
overturned in court, because the by- 
laws allowed certain projects. 

Special Permit granting authority 
would give the planning board more 
power of discretion, according to 
Planning Board member Brian 
O'Connor. 

"If you want us to plan, let us 
plan," O'Connor told the audience. 
"We can't do the job you've elected 
us to do unless you give us the 
tools." He added that the planning 
board has no "leverage." 

Planning board member Richard 
Krause echoed his college's position. 

"We can't deny or restrict a devel- 
opment which will have a severe 
impact on a neighborhood or we'll 
end up in court,” he said. 

An amendment proposed by Ed 
Johnson, chairman of the board of 
appeals, to change "planning board" 
to “appeals board" failed. Likewise a 
motion to defeat the article failed to 
win voter support. 

The article to adopt the zoning by- 
law change required a two-thirds 
vote, and the article was adopted on 
a vote count of 76 yea to 13 nay. The 
article needed 60 votes to meet the 
two-third vote requirement. 


Plan-FinCom 
tiff called off: 


The Tewksbury Planning Board 
politely backed away from a poten- 
tial confrontation with the Finance 
Committee in the second night of te 
Annual Town Meeting. 

The planners had placed an article 
on the warrant calling for a seven- 
day notification period for the Fin- 
Com's budget recommendations, or 
no business could be tranacted at the 
town meeting. 

The FinCom, on the other hand, 
had an article calling for a five-day 
notification period, and the FinCom 
could avoid the requirement if the 
reason for the delay was submitted 
in writing to the town clerk, 

When Article 32 -- the FinCom's 
side of the possible dispute -- Sean 
Sullivan, Director of Planning and 
Conservation, stood to give whole- 
hearted support for the FinCom's 
article, 

Article 29, the Planning Board's 
entry, was withdrawn quietly. 


138 voters

the hottest entertainment around,

only 138 voters showed up to carry 
out the town's business, down from 
the 266 on the Monday night session.

Tech plans L.P.N. 
program in fall 


Applications are now being 
accepted at Shawsheen Tech for a 
new program to train adults to 
become licensed practical nurses 
(LP.N.'s). The intensive 10 month 
Program begins in September and 
will train participants in classroom 
and clinical aspects of nursing in 
Preparation for the Massachusetts 
licensing exam. 

Students will meet in the health 
technology program facilities at the 
school Monday through Thursday 
evenings from 5 to 10 p.m. and gain 
clinical experience on alternate 
weekends at area health care 
facilities including Lahey Clinic, 
Tewksbury Hospital, Malden 
Hospital and Winchester Hospital. 
Training to become "the bedside 
nurse” includes courses in anatomy 
and physiology, nutrition, 
Pharmacy, maternity, vocational 
trends, medical/surgical and 
geriatric nursing; about one half of 
the required minimum 1080 hours 
will be in clinical experience, and 
half in classroom and laboratory 
work. 

"This is a concentrated program, 
and one that requires a serious 
commitment by the student,” said 
John F, McDermott, assistant 
superintendent for community 
services and administrator for this 
Program. Program coordinator is 
Barbara Ahern, department head 
and instructor in Shawsheen Tech's 
daytime Health Technology 
Program. “Although the program 
will be intense, there are definite 
rewards," noted McDermott. 
"Those who complete the program 
can expect to be employed in an 
occupation that provides a decent 
income and job satisfaction." Both 
Ahern and McDermott said with 
national health care reform driving 
medical facilities to become more 
efficient, and the intent to provide 
medical care for every citizen, 
“there will be a strong demand for 
L.P.N.'s in hospitals, nursing 
homes and home care." Ahern noted 
that shorted hospital stays today 
mean more people who could use 
nursing services when they first 
come home.

McDermott said he anticipates a 
popular program and a waiting list 
based on response so far. He 
received 132 inquiries before the 
program information was made 
public. 

Before the program could be 
established, Ahern and McDermott 
did extensive research; Ahern said 
she visited sites "all over Mass" that 
have LPN programs before writing 
this program's curriculum. "I 
believe we will have the best from 
all programs," she said. Meeting 
requirements for a site survey, 
curriculum outlines, and budget and 
administrative details, the proposal 
went before the state board of 
Registration and Nursing and three 
weeks ago was given full initial 
approval; final approval comes 
after the first class graduates in June 
of 1995. 

Ahern said although there are 
other LPN programs around, "this 
one is geared to the working person. 
You can keep your present job and 
go to school, too." Ahern said the 
secondary health technology 
program at Shawsheen "has built a 
reputation for excellence; we expect 
the new program to have the same 
standard of excellence."

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WHS voted in > 
unanimously into 
Cape Ann league

Another page is about to turn for 
Wilmington High School athletics. 
On Monday afternoon the torch was 
passed from Merrimack Valley to 
the Cape Ann League as 
Wilmington was voted unanimously 
into the league, starting in the fall 
of 1995. 

Previously, Wilmington has 
attempted to get into this league 
behind Athletic Director Jim Gillis 
and Principal Paul Fleming. At 
those times the votes were very 
close. This time it was a complete 
success, 

"The past few years the votes 
were real close but not a majority 
(they needed nine votes to get in). 
But with Wilmington entering, it 
enabled the Cape Ann league to 
realign to three divisions instead of 
two which will be more beneficial 
to the rest of the league", said 
Richard Baker who is in charge of 
the Cape Ann scheduling. 

The Cape Ann will now take on a 
three division format. Wilmington 
along with Masconomet, North 
Andover and Hamilton-Wenham 
will contest in division one play. 

Division two will consist of 
Pentucket, Newburyport, North 
Reading, Amesbury and Triton. 
The third division will be 
Manchester, Ipswich, Georgetown, 
Lynnfield and Rockport. 

"Both Jim Gillis and Paul 
Fleming did an outstanding job with 
their presentations. The schools are 
very happy to let Wilmington in. 
We think they fit well with the rest 
of the schools (in the Cape Ann 
league) and we feel there will be a 
positive relationship — with 
Wilmington", continued Baker. 

Originally, this idea started to get 
very heated when Fleming and 
Gillis sent a letter to the MVC 
saying that they will no longer play 
host to Chelmsford and Central 
Catholic in football due to the 
largely number of students in those 
schools. Now, Wilmington will be 
in a league will more compatible 
numbers of students and athletes, 

"I'm extremely happy for the 
kids with this change. The 
youngsters now have a chance to gc 
out and have a chance to be 
competitive in all the sports, Not 
just one. I feel with this change that 
we will not dominate, and that we 
will be able to compete in every 
sport", said high school principal 
Paul Fleming. 

"This will give a new dimension 
for the high school. Socially, the 
school will change because 
athletically the kids will not be at an 
unfair disadvantage (with the 
number of athletes to choose from). 
We are very pleased and we hope 
the kids, parents and coaches are 
too", emphasized Fleming, 

This change brings a lot of new 
aspects. There will be more 
traveling but Jim Gillis believes it 
will be worth it. 

"Sure, there will be more 
traveling. We feel that we took a 
step in the right direction with this 
move. I'm very happy for the kids. 
This will bring more enthusiasm to 
not only athletics but to school also, 
I think the Cape Ann will benefit 
with a team like Wilmington in it". 
With the majority of Wilmington 
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Town 


sports having a down year, it was 
an uplifting note for the coathes. 

"This is great. I'm really happy 
for the kids. This gives them 
realistic shot of being able to come 
into a game and leave as a winner. 
There have been a lot of teams that 
are competitive but not successful. 
Wilmington will not dominate in 
this league but it gives them a 
chance to win, If the kids continue 
to work as hard as they have been 
then they will be able to taste some 
success", said head coach of the 
varsity boys basketball team Jim 
McCune, 

"I have enjoyed the MVC and its 
coaches very much over the past 
twenty years of coaching. I will 
miss the league and most of all the 
great rivalries, But, I think that the 
town has changed. There are 
smaller families now and reality has 
to set in, that we can no longer 
compete overall in this league", said 
head coach of both Soccer and 
Baseball, Dick Scanlon. 

But, what about football? It 
seems that the team will have a solid 
nucleus of athletes in a year or two. 
The big question remains -what 
about the annual Wilmington / 
Tewksbury Thanksgiving football 
game? The question was asked with 
the following answers. 

Gillis; "We really hope to keep it. 
It has been a great rivalry and 
hopefully it will continue". 

Fleming: "I will do everything in 
my power to keep it going". 

Head coach Gerry Sullivan: "This 
has been a great rivalry. We would 
hate to give it up especially with 
our program turning around". 

Tewksbury's Athletic Director 
Mickey Sullivan: "I really hope that 
Wilmington doesn't throw away 56 
years of tradition. I would love to 
keep the game and hopefully they 
feel the same way". 

The one sport the the Wildcats 
are dominating is girl's softball, 
Coach Paul Lyman said, "I think 
that this will be good for the overall 
program.

State campgrounds 
open for season 


Environmental Management 
Commissioner Peter C. Webber has 
announced that the spring camping 
season is underway in Eastern 
Massachusetts from Salisbury to 
Cape Cod with the first seven state 
parks and state beaches now open 
for camping. 

"It has been a long winter and 
spring is finally here and I am 
pleased to announced the beginning 
of the 1994 recreation season,” said 
Commissioner Webber. "People 
returning to the parks this spring or 
experiencing the parks for the first 
time, will notice new or refurbished 
facilities, improved visitor services 
and reduced fees," 

The Department of Environmental 
Management (DEM) has established 
firm dates for the opening of the 
spring recreation scason this year, 
following a rolling schedule from 
Cape Cod to the Berkshire. The 
campground season in eastern 
Massachusetts opened April 15 and 
all but the most snowbound of the 
sites in central and western regions 
will open on May 13. Every 
campground will be open by 
Memorial Day, including Pearl Hill 
State Park, in. West Townsend, 
which has been out of operation 
since 1990, 

Campsites at the following areas 
will be opening for the season 
beginning April 15. 

Scusset Beach State Reservation, 
Sandwich (508) 888-0859, 
Shawme Crowell State Forest, 
Sandwich (508) 888-0351. 

Massasoit State Park, E, Taunton 
(508) 822-7405, 

Nickerson State Park, Brewster

In January, Governor Weld 
announced a 50 percent reduction in 
park fees for camping and day use. 
The cost for camping has now gone 
from $12 to $6 and all camping

related expenses - electrical hookup, 
water and sewer charges are also cut 
in half. The new fees are now in 
effect. 

This is also the first year for the 
campsite reservation program. For 
the first time, visitors can now call 
ahead to reserve their favorite 
campsite at 10 of DEM's most 
popular areas including Salisbury 
Beach State Reservation, 
Wompatuck State Park and 
Nickerson State Park. Interested 
partics can make reservations by 
contacting the park directly. 

The Department has spent $11.3 
million since 1991 to upgrade park 
infrastructure throughout the state, 
more than at any comparable period 
since the era of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps in the 1930s, At 
Nickerson State Park, for example, 
a new water system was installed 
throughout the park last summer, a 
new comfort station/composting 
facility was also built last summer at 
Flax Pond, and two comfort stations 
at the campground areas will be 
completely renovated this spring. 
At Salisbury Beach State 
Reservation the visitor will be 
greeted by park staff from a brand 
new contact station at the entrance 
to the park. The Department will 
also be renovating the bathroom 
facilities at Salisbury's camp- 
ground, The entire electric utility of 
the Massasoit State Park 
campground was recently replaced. 
Myles Standish State Forest will 
also be receiving an electrical 
upgrade later this spring which will 
open up an additional 126 campsites 
at the Charge Pond area as well as 
other types of improvements.

I stick to my guns -- assault weapon ban is a joke

Well. I expected a reaction from 
last week's opinion piece about the 
assault weapons ban, and I got one. 
Several, actually. 

I received a post card from a man 
in Wilmington, supporting my stand 
that criminals, not firearms, deserve 
a crackdown, Somehow, this nation 
managed to survive widespread gun 
ownership for hundreds of years, 
from the days when citizen soldiers 
defeated the British until today. Is 
there something different now that 
makes gun ownership so terrible and 
despicable? I doubt it. 

Further, in the Town Crier's post 
office box in Tewksbury, I found an 
information packet from the Dehere 
"Gun Fighters of America" group, a 
virulent anti-gun group. 

The letter in the packet said "Dear 
William: Thank you for calling ...” 
Wait a minute. I never called them, 
but I suspect one of you reading this 
did, Thanks, I think. If the call was 
placed and the information sent to 
lead me back onto to the true path of 
righteousness and political correct- 
ness, take a hike. I'm not coming. 
But if the call was made to Dehere to 
alert me to the presence of another 
anti-gun group, then thank you. It's 
good to know where the other side is 
encamped. 

In an unrelated string of events, 
I've gotten into a host of discussions 
and arguments about the assault gun 
ban, and about guns in general. I've 
got no polling data to back me up, 
but I'd have to say that opinions are 
running about three to one that the 
ban on assault weapons will have no 
no impact on crime. Zero. Even the 
FBI admits that assault weapons are 
involved in barely one percent of all 
gun crime, so did Washington step 
on law-abiding gun-owners rights to 
reduce crime, or to win votes? Any 
bets which one?

see which pols plug their vote on the 
assault weapon ban, then pay them 
back for their "courageous" vote. 

I talked to a bunch of Tewksbury's 
finest since the assault weapon vote, 
and not a one of them had anything 
to say in support of the ban. 

Crime in the streets continues with 
no signs of letting up. Laws now on 
the books that would prevent crime, 
and lock up criminals, are ignored. 
The Bartley-Fox Act, which calls 
for a guaranteed one-year in jail for 
carrying a gun illegally in the Bay 
State, is only now being fine-tuned 
to wipe out a loophole which allows 
the charge of illegal "carrying" to be 
downgraded to illegal "possession," 
which doesn't carry the guaranteed 
one-year penalty. Will it make any 
difference? I'm not sure, but I'm 
convinced there is no proof, at all, 
that gun laws actually cut down on 
crime. Name me one instance. If the 
laws on the book were strictly and 
diligently enforced, we'd have less 
of a problem. Of that I'm certain. 

Remember, it was the "gun nuts” 
of the NRA who pushed for passage 
of the McClure-Volkmer Act in '86, 
which sets a mandatory 15 years for 
any thrice-convicted violent felon in 
possession of a gun. The NRA has 
pushed for a host of laws in recent 
years which focus. on criminals and 
not guns, but still the NRA gets all 
the bad press. 

It's unfortunate that the slogans of 
the NRA, which cleverly sum up the 
position of the group, have become 
so cliché as to be unusuable. "Guns 
don't kill people. People kill people” 
and “Register criminals, not guns." 

Do you get the feeling that the days 
of the Wild West are returning? It 
sure seems like history is repeating 
itself, with appalling similiarities. 

In the 1800s, there was too much 
space and not enough peacekeepers. 
When the desperados rode into town 
and shot up everything in sight, even

The prize of 
the week, however, belongs to that 
teacher in Roxbury who refused to 
hand over a potentially rabid bat to 
the authorities, thus locking herself 
and a dozen of her charges into the 
painful (and expensive) rabies shots. 
At $1000 apiece for the shots, I hope 
the kids’ parents sue her lights out. 

The kids found a bat on the ground 
(in broad daylight) and brought the 
critter into the class. A dozen of the 
kids, plus the teacher, got scratched 
or bitten by the bat. But the teacher 
didn't want the bat's head removed 
for testing, so she let it go, No test 
means everybody is assumed to have 
the rabies virus, which is fatal. All 
of them get rabies shots. Lovely.

ittle Red Riding Hood

A bit misun- 
derstood, perhaps, but not the 
societal dangers they've been 
made out to be. 

One also could make that 
case for the SEEM students 
themselves.

ever, adding that some students 

earned their reputation from 
their past actions. 

“If they had earlier interven- 
tion in their lives,” Bonis said, 
“they'd be much better off. As a 
society, we haven't really done a 
lot of early intervention.

need to know at an early age 
what the special needs problems 
are.” 

Back to wolves. 

Last Fall, most of the 21 grad- 
uating seniors at the Burlington 
SEEM campus took a field trip 
to Wolf Hollow, a sanctuary in 
Ipswich. There, they learned 
facts which are not typically 
associated with wolves 

“The wolfpack is like a family 
in how they relate to each 
other,” said student Dan 
O'Brien, of Wilmington, Added 
fellow student Karl, “Believe it 
or not, the wolfpack is very sim- 
ilar to the way the human fami 
ly is organized.” 

Bonis and his students 
explained that Alpha wolves, 
mother and father, rule over the 
Beta and Magna wolves. There 
is a strict sense of discipline 
among the group. The Alphas 
are the bosses, make no mistake 
about it. Young pups are allowed 
to eat first and uncooperative 
behavior from family members 
is not tolerated 

“They work together as a 
team and unit,” said Paul 
Soffror, owner of Wolf Hollow 
“There are no bullies in the 
wolfpack. The young come first 
That's something that people 
are amazed at. There are cer- 
tainly things in the wol ok 
that people would like to see in

tures, among other things, a col. 
lage of wolf images. It shows the 
animals in their playful and 
family states, in stark contrast 
to the typical photo of a growl- 
ing, vicious looking wolf. Not 
that there are no angry wolves 
out there, because there are. 

“Wolves can be extremely 
aggressive and ferocious to 
whatever they're up against,” 
said Soffror, a wolf handler 
since 1970. “But they're not that 
way toward people.” If he cross- 
es a wolf's boundary of good 
taste during handling, it won't 
bit his hand off. “They're not out 
to kill me - they're out to correct 
me.” 

No healthy wolf has ever 
attacked a human being in 
North America Soffror 
explained, giving credence to 
the fact that they pose virtually 
no threat to people 

"They're more scared of 
humans than anything else," 
said student Jaime Matthews, of 
Lynnfield. “They'll go to all 
lengths to avoid you." 


As the students explained,

“What chance does a wolf 
have against a human being 
with a machine gun,?" Dan 
asked.

Although 
its on the endangered species 
list, the wolf was believed to 
have been responsible for killing 
off Caribourin an area between 
Fairbanks and Anchorage a few 
years back.

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Wilmington 
developer 
strikes out 


Wilmington selectmen have 
voted unanimously against local 
developer Jay Tighe’s pitch for a 
four-day liquor license to vend 
beer at the National Softball 
Tournament scheduled for 
Wilmington and Tewksbury next 
summer. 

Although sympathetic to 
Tighe’s wish to enhance 
fundraising, Selectman Chair 
Chester Bruce and the board 
decided they did not want to set 
the precedent of selling beer at 
town events as has been set in 
Tewksbury, which has been 
doing so since 1980 and feels 
“locked into” continuing, accord- 
ing to the Wilmington “Town 
Crier.” 

Tighe’s request had been pre- 
viously approved by Police Chief 
Bobby N. Steward who felt, 
according to the “Crier,” the 
problems of policing illicit 
drinking would be greater than 
those attached to licensing it. 

Selectman Gerald Duggan 
noted that he’s seen beer being 


consumed by local residents at

By a vote of 191-30, Stoneham 
Town Meeting members have 
approved only one of five pro- 
posed zoning articles, that 
which restricts the opening of 
establishments like adult the- 
aters and video stores. 

A similar article, which 
passed unanimously last year, 
was rejected by the Attorney 
General's office because of its 
wording. According to the 
“Stoneham Independent,” this 
year’s less restrictive bylaw 
restricts the opening of an adult 
business within residential dis- 
tricts and within 500 feet of a 
residential district, 1,000 feet of 
a school, 500 feet of a church 
and 1,000 feet of another adult 
business 


Although some residents 
questioned the constitutionality 
of the restriction, Rita Covelle, 
who presented the article, coun- 
tered that such bylaws deter- 
mine “what type of community 
you want.’” 

According to the “Indepen- 
dent” and the bylaw, any 
approval of an adult business 
would still be subject to 
approval of a special permit by 
the Planning Board. 

This bylaw will not affect the 
adult video section of a video 
store, fairly new to town and the 
reason the first version was pro- 
posed last year. That store's 
adult section has been “grandfa- 
thered in,” so to speak

Both poignant 
and darkly funny, it is peppered 
with silent screen megastars 
who helped Wilder win an Oscar 
for his cynical stab of the film 
business.

Ambersons (1942) — Director 
Orson Welles’ brilliant adapta- 
tion of Booth Tarkington's novel 
about a wealthy mid-Western 
family at the turn of the centu- 
ry.
